IN RE VENUE OF MINES 

Provincial Mineralogist Estimates That Ore Production 
In British Columbia This Year Greatly Ex- 
ceeds In Value That of 1905. 






Roughly estimated, two and a quarter 
bullion dollars in excess of the returns 
shown l>.v lust jour's records, will be real- 
ized from the total output of the miu.es 
of British Columbia this year. Tills 
statement was made yesterday by Pro- 
vincial Mineralogist Robertson, 
j .Mr. Robcrtsou stated that there was a 
much improved condition evident through- 
out all the mining camps. The rise in 
i t he price had wrought a change for the 
better. The majority of the properties 
were operating to their fullest capacity. 
I Hud it not been for the setback received 
j owing to the recent strike at Fertile there 
was little doubt but that the actual total 
output for lOOli would have been 
above that of the previous year. lie 
could not make this assert inn as a defin- 
ite statement of fact because the fig- 
urcs had not yet been received. But it 
was his personal opinion that the out- 
put would by no means show a decrease, 
despite the handicap mentioned, and that 
it might prove to have advanced. 

Whether or not the total output was 
found to be only equal or ahead of last 
year, there was no doubt that the in- 
crease in the value of all ores would 
bring more wealth lo the mining com- 
panies actively encaged within the con- 
lines of Rritish Columbia. 

Deals in Figures 
"Let us figure," Mr. Robertson went 
on, "on the assumption that the output 
of the present year equals that of last. 
Take silver in the first place. We find 
from the records that the uniouut of that 
mineral exported in 1005 was 3,440,000 
ounces. Now, approximately the compan- 
ies dealing in that line are receiving 7 
cents more per ounce than was the case 
last year. That demonstrates conclusive- 
ly that, providing they sell an equal 
amount, they will obtain $240,800 more 
of a profit. That is arrived nt by a sim- 
ple process of multiplication. But, mind 
you. I am basing my conclusions purely 
upon my guess of the average increase. 
I think, however, that it may be accepted 
as fairly accurate." 

Mr. Robertson, continuing, dealt with 
copper in the same way. The total out- 
put last year was 37,002,000 pounds and 
the average increase in value was four 
cents. Therefore the additional amount 
of money that might be expected to come 
into the province was $1,507,080. Tak- 
ing lead, in which there bus been a fluc- 
tuation of about one cent, he demon- 
strated that the exporters would receive 
approximately $5(15,800 more than iast 
year. It was only necessary, he pointed 
out, to add these totals to find that the 
amount derived from the minerals of 
British Columbia in 1000 would reach 
.some ls2,oM-t,2S0 more than Was the case 
in 1905. He thought the showing was 
exceedingly gratifying. 

Developing Many Flames 
iWhile the advance in ore values had 
stimulated the industry to a marked ex- 
tent Mr. Robertson said that its full ef- 
fect had not yet been felt. Large num- 
bers of properties which formerly had 
been deemed unprofitable were being 
taken up and exploited. Capital was 
being invested in large amounts than ever 
before. Outsiders were becoming in- 
creased and the prospects were that in 
the course of one or two years the out- 
put would be largely increased. It was 
hardly reasonable to expect. Mr. Robert- 
son explained, that these claims should 
have any influence upon the records at 
such an early stage in their development. 
It would take twelve months or more, at 
least, before the majority would be ready 
to make regular shipments. Once the 
preliminaries were overcome and they 
were added to the ranks of the active 
mines of the province a difference in the 
output would he noted. He looked for 
this, as he had previously Mated 
very near future.

That prop- 
erty was owned by two parlies, the Hull 
Bros, having a ranch, including three or 
four hundred acres, on the southern end 
of the island, and ['. It. Williams own- 
ing the remainder of the area. After 
some preliminary negotiations, offers 
were obtained from both which Dr. 
Findlay accepted. Hall Bros, sold out 
for $10,000 and Mr. Williams for $7,000. 
Mr. Paterson, it is stated, has been en- 
deavoring to procure Moresby island for 
some time and now, after considerable de- 
lay, is the proud possessor of one of the 
finest little islets, from the .standpoint 
of its residential attractiveness, its agri- 
cultural possibilities and the field it of- 
fers for the enjoying of almost every 
variety of sport, to be found in the 
neighborhood of Vancouver island. 

According to authoritative reports, Dr. 



Findlay, who is a wealthy Englishman, 
having been struck with the climate of 
this country and more particularly, per- 
haps, witli the plentltude of the game, 
determined to become the owner of a res- 
idential seat here upon which he might 
enjoy the scenery, the climate and the 
sport. In looking around for some such 
investment he was struck with the suit- 
ability of James island. Immediately ho 
set agents at work to ascertain whether 
it was for sale and, if so, upon what 
terms. As a result he is now a British 
Columbia landowner, and, wdiat is more, 
is charmed with his most recent acquis- 
ition. .Mi'. Paterson, M. 1'. P. has known 
for many years of the beauty of the 
islands which dot the gulf and it has 
long been his ambition to become the 
undisputed possessor of one of these 
charmingly situated pieces of land. 
Whether he will convert Moresby island 
into a game preserve is a matter for con- 
jecture. There is no doubt, however, 
that one of his reasons for making the 
purchase is the fact that it abounds in 
game. On that account there is little 
doubt that he will take steps to prevent 
the possible extermination of the birds 
which have made their home upon the 
property which lie has acquired. 

As all .sportsmen know, all the islels, 
or at least the majority, which arc with- 
in a short distance of the south end of 
Vancouver Island have a plentiful sup- 
ply of game. -They are well stocked with 
grouse, pheasants and quail, the difficul- 
ty entailed in crossing the water having 
prevented the majority of local Nimrods 
from making excursions among them dur- 
ing the open seasons.

William Shannon, of Vancouver, who is 
prominently identified with the new cor- 
poration, yesterday gave the following 
additional information regarding the 

(K)0, OOO company that has already 
commenced operations on the north half 
of Graham Island, the northernmost of 
the Queen Charlotte group. 

"The big mill you mentioned in yes- 
terday's Colonist is going to be built at 
I he earliest possible moment, he said. 
"It will give employment to between 
400 and 500 men, aud afford sustenance 
to settlers who have not the means to 
stay continuously on unimproved farms. 
There are already a number of men on 
the ground getting out timber. The 
portable mill to be used in construction 
will be on the ground in February! and 
it is hoped to have actual cutting for 
the market commence in a year after 
that. 

Transportation Facilities 

"One of the difficulties up to the pres- 
ent, in any project for the development 
of the Queeu Charlotte group, has been 
tile want of proper transportation and I 
mail facilities, h'or the time being the 
company is overcoming this by the use 
of a small steamer it has chartered, 
that runs between Ketchikan and M as- 
set. Next spring, however, we have 
assurance from the Dominion govern- 
ment that n weekly mail service at least 
will be inaugurated. This will give 
ample facilities for settlers getting out 
and in. 

"The company has already two steam- 
ers, with a capacity of 3,000,000 feet 
each, that will he used for the trans- 
port of the lumber. Sailing vessels are 
too slow. One of the principal mar- 
kets will be .Southern California. It is 
the company's intention to ship as much 
of its output of spruce to San Pedro, 
the port of Los Angeles. At this point 
a large bos factory will ho established 
to make lumber for the orange grow- 
ers. The importance of this trade you 
can gal her when 1 mention that one 
grower alone uses !?;>0,000 worth of 
boxes every season. Several of the 
shareholders are interested in orange 
-rowing and also in the lumber trade in 
California, Mexico and South America, 
so that important channels of trade are 
already provided for the company s out- 
put. 



VATICAN SAYS RIGHTS 
HAVE BEEN OUTRAGED 



Detailed Summary of Note Issued 
on Action of the French 
Government 



Itomo, Dec, 21.— The -following is 
detailed summary of the note issued by 
the Vatican as a protest against the 
course of the French government and for- 
warded to all the papal representatives 
abroad. 

The note protests primarily that the 
rights of religion have been outraged 
by the French government's action in 
preventing the head of the church from 
communicating with the French hier- 
archy by the expulsion from France of 
Mgr. Montagnini. secretary of the Papal 
nunciature itt Paris.

On the company's limits, 011 
ioutoosa lake, the cruisers estimate 
there are 300,000,000 feet of the finest 
yellow cedar. 

"While the capacity nt the mill will 
be 200,000 feet a day tor one shift 
is intended to run two of ton 
each.

000 feet a .lay, by far the largest of 
any mill in British Columbia.

"Musset Inlet, Unit opens on a large 
inland salt lake, will make a splendid 
harbor. It has not yet been ofllciully 
surveyed, but with some Indians 1 took 
soundings and find there is a wide 
channel on the west side with not less 
than 1.") fathoms of water at any point. 
If the coming survey proves the salt 
lake safe for deep water ships, the com- 
pany may erect its mill there, instead of 
on the site already acquired near the 
mouth of Masset Inlet. We are ar- 
ranging to get a survey by the govern- 
ment of the waterways of the locality. 

■'I'.y a typographical error you made 
the company's limits much loo large. 
The proper extent is about 75,000 
acres. Portions of this area will pro- 
duce ] 00,01)0 feet of spruce to the acre; 
hut estimates made both by myself aud 
the company's cruisers average the 
whole at about 28,000 feet. With 
2,100,000,000 feet of lumber in the 
tract, it will take many years of' con- 
tinuous cutting to exhaust the limits." 

Mr. Shannon left this morning for his 
home in Vancouver.

foreign power with which relations had 
been broken, when the interests of this 
power had not been entrusted to a ttfird 
friendly power." 

Continuing the note says: "The rep- 
resentatives of the holy see abroad have 
also received a circular in which are set 
forth the motives fur the action of the 
vatican regarding tin. application of the 
church aud slate separation law of 1905. 
These motives are so grave that it is 
evidently impossible to accuse the holy 
see of intransigence or of unjust lios- 
lilily to the French government in con- 
demning the cultural associations which 
disregarded the essential rights which 
the church derived from her constitution 
such as maintaining an ecclesiastical 
hierarchy established by her Divine 
Father as the basis of the organization 
of the church. In fact the law confers 
on the cultural associations rights which 
not only belong exclusively to the eccles- 
iastical authorities in the practice of wor- 
ship and of tlie possession and admin- 
tration of ecclesiastical property but 
the .same associations were rendered in- 
dependent of the ecclesiastical hierarchy 
and were placed under the jurisdiction of 
the authorities. The Pontiff could not 
approve of such associations without 
being lax in his duty as head of the 
church and without trampling on the 
fundamental domestic principle of the 
church. The same can be said of M. 
Briaud's circular. The holy see could not 
admit the unjust and untenable condition 
which the circular imposed upon the 
clergy in the exercise of their duties. All 
this evidently means that the holy sec 
merely did its duty strictly in giving in- 
structions on the subject to the French 
clergy. If the French government was 
animated by calmer sentiments it could 
create for the church in France a situa- 
tion which at least would not injure the 
essential rights of the holy see which 
might even, without admitting the prin- 
ciple of the separation of church and 
state, tolerate such a situation in order 
to avoid worse evils as it did iu the 
case of other countries." 

The papal secretary of state, Cardinal 
Merry Del Yal today communicated the 
text to the members of the diplomatic 
corps accredited to the Vatican with the 
request that it bo communicated to their 
governments. The note will be officially 
brought to the attention of the United 
States government by Mgr. Faleonia, 
apostolic delegate at Washington.

Is a Consumptive Snnitorium needed? 
During the month of September of this 
year a buy nineteen ..cars old became 
consumptive. Ut- lived In a hotel and 
was dependent on his own efforts as a 
laborer. As a result of his disease ho 
was turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public Hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A mail who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "Clod have 
.mercy on us for our neglect of such 
eases." 'Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The dcatli-roll from consumption in 
Cnmidii ^exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
aud in British Columbiu it is over two 
hundred. 

Tne uunU'er of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be live times as great us the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we havo 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services nnd earning powers 
of thousand* of citizens wdio lire in- 
capacitated by illness, and others we lose 
outright by death, through this ono 
cause — and that a preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very -seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to be meanured 
by mere figures, or described iu mere 
language. 

.No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, sultablo food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, aud suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their. -efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites ure obtainable only 
in„ii. sanitorium. 

A '"fur'thbr .kTtvaiifffge connected with 

such an institution is that the r.dmis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he cr 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient od entering n sain- 
torium is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any-> 
thing about him which would spread, oj: 
even be likely to spread, oontagiou; in/a 
word, he is persistently tonight to ni.Jve 
o.ml live so that no other human be/.ng 
shall be likely, in tho remodest sense,, to 
suffer on account of any tbioughtlcss/jess 
on his part in the care of himself, fjuch 
n person, when discharged from tb e in- 
stitution is, by his training in the aaui- 
torlum. not only impressed with tine nec- 
essity for continuing such caution , but, 
because or hi3 knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family and generftl sur- 
roundings no educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than all thf, litera- 
ture and arguments of phyel'ci/ina and 
authorities ou Uio subject. j . 

The conditions as to cdnsuim/itioh are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now a a accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
muy be cured, or its courijfj arrested. 
That being so, inaction is. Jo say tho 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beinon. 

, It Is proposed to butld a s:i nltorium in 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to ass ist, and tho 
people generally, through local .societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate fiction, is im- 
perative, tr we wish to stG'.n this awful 
tide of mortality. To statu 1 idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide. 
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SOME LOCAL SUBSIDIES. 

The subsidy for steam service be- 
tween Victoria, Vancouver and Skag- 
way is to be Increased from $9,375 to 
$12, 500; that for the service between 
Victoria and the West Coast from 
53,750 to $.",,000; and that for the 
Queen Charlotte Islands service from 
$450 to $600. We suppose that we 
ought to be duly grateful for these 
small favors, but when we read of 
$12,000 for a winter service on the St.. 
Lawrence and Riviere Ouelle, when 
there is a line of railway between the 
same points, we do not feel quite as 
exuberantly joyful as might be ex- 
pected. We do not object to the 
last named amount. Doubtless it Is 
needed by local requirements with 
which we cannot be expected to be 
familiar, but t lie contrast between 
that sum and the amount given for an 
ocean service along the coast of Van- 
couver Island is suggestive. So, too, 
the subsidy of $15,000 for a service 
ulong the southern shore of Gaspe 
Jeninsula during the season of open 
water. We do not begrudge tho 
people of that part of the Dominion 
one dollar of this amount. They 
doubtless need It. Our point Is not 
that they get too much, but that \\c 
get too little. We have nothing to 
say about the Skacwny service. The 



PARISH POLITICS. 

The Toronto Sun is one o£ those 
"superior" papers. It holds Itself im- 
measurably aloof from us less exalted 
folk, who endeavor in our blundering 
way to deal with things not only as 
they are, but us wo hope to make them 
become by exercising reasonable fore- 
sight and enterprise and exhibiting 
some trust In the future. It has lately 
reviewed the estimates for 1007, and 
finds ten items in them which call for 
condemnation. In four of these Vic- 
torians are specially Interested. Thus 
out' of ten items which are, In tho 
opinion of the Sun, so glaringly absurd 
as to call for special condemnation, 
about half are connected with the 
business of Victoria and British Co- 
lumbia generally. They are: The 
subsidy to the steamship lino to Aus- 
tralia, that to the New Zealand service, 
that to the San Francisco service and 
that to the Mexican service to be 
established. >, T o particular reason is 
given for objecting to the subsidies to 
the Australian and New Zealand lines, 
but presumably the fact that the 
steamers do not start from Toronto is 
sufficient, without any other. The ob- j 
jectlon to the San Francisco subsidy, 
which the Sun says is $80,700, when In 
point of fact It is only $3000, is that 
trade between Victoria and San Fran- 
cisco is almost impossible. While it 
may be unreasonable to expect the 
Sun to Inform Itself about trade con- 
ditions between this city and San 
Francisco, before declaring that a sub- 
sidy to a steamship line Is merely so 
much money wasted, it 'might not be 
too much to expect that It would fol- 
low a line of print straight across a 
page. In regard to the subsidy to the 
Mexican line, It is just possible that 
the Sun may find some support here in 
Victoria, because it is quite true that 
very little traflic has yet developed 
with Mexico, and as this Is an argu- 
ment against a certain important pub- 
lic enterprise, we assume it is also 
good against this subsidy.

: LETTERS 10 THE EDITOR I 
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ABOUT MUSIC. 



Sir,— In your Interesting editorial in Wed- 
nesday's Colonist on music In schools, 
you express the opinion that many chil- 
dren (have no voices and therefore ennnot 
be taught to sing. The following extract 
from an arllcle by the lute John Curwen, 
one of tho greatest authorities on the. sub- 
ject, may be of Jnterest: 

"There are a large number of persons 
who would dike to learn to sing, but are 
deterred by what they call *havjnjj no 
voice.' It Is true that people exhibit Tery 
different 'aptitudes for music, and It Is 
also true that the later lu life the study 
beslns, Ihe more difficult It Is.. But as 
a rule, to which the exceptions nre very 
few, everyone who can speak may learn 
to sing. Lengthened experience and ob- 
Bervation lead ns to doubt the musical 
Incapacity of nfrsonrs who have attained 
middle life without giving any attention to 
the subject, and absolutely to disbelieve the 
musical Incapacity of young persons and 
children. There Is, of course, a great' dif- 
ference .between persons as to natural 
quality of voice, the quickness of the ear 
which detects the slightest discord, and 
above all In that 'soul for 'music' which 
Is the highest endowment of the artist. 
JVut in spite of this It may still be said 
that e ,T eryone may learn to sing." 

.The object of education Is to produce 
good men and women — good mentally and 
physically. As you point out, the regulnr 
practice of singing is a very healthful ex- 
ercise, and the refining Influence of music 
I -i by all acknowledged. In this respect 
tinging will compare very favorably with 
Bon.o of the subjects now taught in the 
6c3io'oL3 and might, with advantage, be sub- 
Btltuted for some of them: 

The movement inaugurated by the Vic- 
toria Musical Society merits the sympa- 



thetic consideration of such bodies as the 
Couucil of Women, the clergy, fathers, 
mothers and everyone, in fact, who Is In- 
terested lu the highest development of the 
child. It ulso lias a national and patriotic 
aspect. With the great influx of people of 
all national I ties into Canada, something 
should be done to promote and foster Can- 
adian sentiments. This probably can best 
be done by tenebhig the child the national 
Bongs of the country in the schools.

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IMPERIAL ORGANIZATION. 

Sir.— -We arc on Ihe eve of another battle 
for the principles of Conservatism and In 
Canada 1 take It one of the first, if not 
the first principle of our party, Is the con- 
servation of the tie which binds us to the 
Old Country, the conservation of our union 
with the Empire. If that Is so, this -Is an 
eminently llttlug season to eoimluer the 
point at which we have arrived la the dis- 
cussion of Imperial Federation as it is now 
called. 

Since the idea was first propounded In 
the eloquent speeches of Canada's greatest 
Statesman, Mr. Joseph Howe, It hus suf- 
fered many modifications. The union now 
suggested Is less Intimate than the union 
which he hoped Tor, the bond weaker. He 
dreamed of one nation, dwelling la many 
lands, but represented in one eunmoer. 

.Mr. Richard debb, the last authority up- 
on the subject, speaking in November be- 
fore a meeting of the Colonial institute, 
after studying the question for a year in 
all the colonies, believes nothing more 
possible than un Intimate alliance of In- 
dividual nations, represented In England 
by a conference of their premiers, sitting 
perpetually either in person or by their 
proxies, the chief commissioners, and bound 
together father by commercial Interests 
than by race. We are to substitute an In- 
ternational alliance for a federated nation 
Anv one \vhl reads today the speeches and 
pamphlets of Howe must be astounded by 
the marvelous foresight which they display. 
To him the future lu 1840 wus us philu n« ii 
written book, and be read It correctly, with 
one Idea always at the back of his head, 
that it was his duty and every ,gnod Can- 
adian's duty to work for Imperial unity, 
and so organize ihe Empire and so 
strengthen It that if could •Vommnnd peace 
or be Impregnable in war." 

-North America," he said, "must ere 
long claim consolidation Into the realm of 
England ns an Integral portion or the Em- 
pire or she will hoist her own flag." 

According to Mr. Jebb that Is exactly 
what she proposes to do today, and it is 
because be finds that "the sentiment of a 
new and Individual nationality |n the 
modern and political rather than the racial 
sense of the term, is a growing and per- 
manent characteristic of Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa, ami that it 
is already strong ouough to wreck any 
scheme of Imperial organization which 
seems to antagonize It," that 'ho advocates 
an International alliance instead of a union 
of Empire. 

Howe, of course, had strong views not 
only upon the right of the colonies to par- 
ticipate In the councils' and honors of .Em- 
pire, hut upon the duty of contribution by 
the colonies towards the upkeep of the 
partnership. His was a true conception of 
partnership, as a shurin,g of benefits and of 
obligations, and nt the time of the Crlineuu 
war he wrote: "The people of Britain are 
paying a million n weel: to uphold the 
national honor, yet we call ourselves com- 
mon Inheritors of that priceless treasure 
for the preservation of which we do not 
vote a sixpence." 

Howe wanted for his countrymen rop- 
rcsentatlon in the parliament of the Em- 
pire, room for their energies In the highest 
services of tho Crown, place for their bones 
amongst the honored dead at Westminster, 
the abolition of the difference implied lu 
the term Colonist, equally under the title 
of 'Englishman, but he proposed to give for 
it "a fair quota towards the defence of 
Empire." 

This was the view of perhaps the great- 
est Canadian (mentally, at any rate) who 
ever Jived. But it appears thnt we have 
'.altered all that now, and it Is pitiful to 
consider what Howe's indignation would be 
If he know thnt his country refused to con- 
tribute to the naval defences of Empire, 
and In the view of one competent judge 
at least, aspired rather to Individual na- 
tionality rather thau to an equal voice in 
"the linmenelty of a Pan Britannic 
Union." 

Howe nslted for place In the world s 
greatest forum, London," the nursing 
mother of universal' enterprise, the foun- 
tain head of civilization" was his inetrop- 
lls; his idea of an imperial army was not 
"half a hundred little standing armies, 
scattered all over the globe, paid out of 
fifty treasuries, with uniforms ae various 
as the colors in Joseph's coat, with no 
centre of union, no common discipline, 
but "one army that could be massed in a 
few weeks upon any point of the frontier, 
moved by one head, animated by one spirit, 
paid from one treasury aud treated as one 
imperial force." 

Excellent old Nova Scotian nnd strong 
In common sense, as In patriotism, but 
then he had not known that astounding 
mllitarr genius. Dr. Bcrden! It Is Intel- 
ligible 'that French Canadians might natur- 
ally prefer a separated Canada, but Howe 
could not Imagine that English Canadians 
would dreaju of such n thing. 
• 'However, this according to Mr. Jebb, is 
what we have come to. We want to be nn 
individual nation, playing our roles upon 
the limited stage of n small though vigor- 
ous and growing .people. Instead of play 
lug them upon the greatest stage the 
world has ever seen. 

It Is n strange ambition and one sur- 
rounded by perils, tho principal peril being 
that of absorption. The French may rule 
a separated Canada, but In the belly of 
the United States, the Inevitable goal of 
any detached portion of the British Em- 
pire, they will be rapidly digested and 
mercifully forgotten. 

The only provision against such absorp- 
tion now suggested is iMt. Jobb'a Inter- 
national Alliance, in which much of that 
which seemed most attractive nnd most 
practical In Mr. Howe's scheme must be 
lost. There will no longer he a place -for 
our most fcrllliant Intellects In a Pun 
Britannic forum, no openings for our great 
ones In the service of Empire, no rest for 
the mo si honored at WcStralnstcr.no mighty 
army ami navy with u common discipline 
and uniformity of weapons administered 
by one spirit, moved by one head. 

But if the old spirit of cricket is dead in 
tho colonies; If we must play for ourselves 
and the gallery instead of playing for our 
side; it behoves us now to take thought 
how we may best ensure this modified form 
of union and strengthen It by such com 
mcreln] ties ns Mr. Joseph Chamberlain 
advocates, and Mr. Jebb bol eves In as 
"much the best if not the only means of 
making the Empire a living every day real 
Itv to the masses of the people, remem- 
bering thnt amongst the conditions for 
even such modified union ns !« now sug- 
gested, is <>ae that each partner state 
should "give all Its young men a rudi- 
mentary military education, provide nil ef- 
ficient citizen army for home defence (n 
tall order with a land frontier 4,000 miles 
In length), supply contingents for an Ini 
perlal striking force and furnish II national 
squadron to an imperial navy. 

The lecturer concluded by saying that 
the day might come when the Instinct of 
patriotism would really set the general 
benefit of the Empire before the welfare of 
the particular fatherland and the govern- 
ments lu conference might agree to suo- 
ordlnnte themselves to an external author- 
ity, first advisory and afterwards legislat- 
ive and executive, but not he thought In

HIGH PRICE FOR HAY. 

Eight Cents Por Pound Is Asked in 
Dawson City. 

There will be a famine of horse feed 
lu Dawson by spring, according to ad 
vices from the north, says the Province 
Hay and oats are already very scarce, and 
the former 1* now selling at (1 cents a 
pound. It is expected that it will advance 
notber two cents before more bay goes in 
,-lth the opening of navigation. 

Last summer Klondlkers aid not ex- 
pert that much feed would be required In 
the district this winter for the reason thr.t 
nn lunge amount of winter work was an- 
ticipated, and all the large companies had 
brought In their own supplies. However, 
the prophets did not build on solid ground 
lu respect to the probable demand, and al- 
most with the close of navigation the price 
of feed started upward. While It is. true 
that not much winter work Is being done-, 
there are still a large number of horses In 
Yukon which do not belong to Ihe big 
operators, nnd the owners of these animals 
arc forced to buy their feed In the open 
market.

FOUND DROWNED. 

Recent Arrival in Vancouver Meets an 
Untimely End. 

The body of William Allan MaeDon- 
ald was found floating in . False creek 
at about 1 p. in. yesterday. The dis- 
covery was made by Earl Fench, yes- 
terday afternoon, as he was crossing the 
Lulu island railwnv bridge in a street 
car. When the car got into the tram 
station he lost no time in hailing a 
boat, and the occupants went out and 
towed the body in. It was that of a 
stoutly built man about -10 years of age, 
and from its appearance had only been 
in the water a short time. The police 
were notified, and Olllcers Deacon and 
Gosby were soon on the spot, and had 
the body removed to Armstrong & Ed- 
wards' undertaking rooms. 

It was known that a man named 
MacDonald, suffering from delirium 
tremens, had escaped from St, Pauls 
hospital the night before, and it was 
conjectured that the body might be ins. 
As the man had been staying at the 
Alberta hotel, the proprietor, R. D. Mc- 
Keiizlc, was called, and he set all 
doubts at rest by positively identifying- 
Ihe man as William MacDonald, who 
had arrived in the city from Calgary a 
short time ago, and had been seat to 
St. Paul's hospital only the day before. 
Martin McDonald of St. Paul's hospital 
also recognized the body. The unfor- 
tunate man had left his room in the 
hospital the night before fully dressed, 
but had got away unobserved. Some 
search was made for him. but it was 
thought that he might possible have 
partially recovered and gone out to 
seek (piarters in a hotel. It is now sup- 
posed tluit his mind possibly not being 
very clear, and his acquaintance with 
the* city being only limited, be may have 
walked' down to the edge of the creek 
and stumbled into the water. 

MacDonald was a fairly well-to-do 
Alberta farmer, who sold his ranch last 
fall and came west to Vancouver to see 
what he could do here, his wife in Ihe 
meantime going east to visit friends a 
Ontario. Except for an unfortunate 
weakness for liquor, he was an emin- 
ently respectable and well liked man, 
ami none id' his friends wil believe 
thai his death was due to deliberate 
suicide. A telegram continuing ihe Baa 
pews has been seal to his wife at 
Mitchell's Bay, Chatham, Ontario.

The mayor and aldermen met in spe- 
cial session at the city hall yesterday 
afternoon, and for an hour considered 
plans for the subdivision of the Fair- 
tield Farm estate. As a result the mat- 
ter was put in a fair way to adjustment.

27 of the Fairfield Farm estate, for the 
old Truteh estate and for the subdi- 
visions of sections 1 and 1A, Victoria 
district. Those rejected were so treated 
because if carried out they would have 
interfered with the course of George and 
Aniphion streets. As soon as they are 
rearranged so as to admit of a continua- 
tion of those streets in line with the por- 
tions already existing, 1 the plans will be 
accepted. '" ! 

The policy of the'council in respect to 
Linden avenue will be carried out. When 
the 'Fairfield estate was subdivided it 
was planned to continue this street to 
the waterfront, and to make it one of 
the principal residential streets of the 
city. As first drawn, the plans of the 
investors in the estate would have al- 
lowed for no continuation of the street. 
According to the plans accepted at yes- 
terday's meeting, however, Linden ave- 
nue will run straight through to the sea. 
From its present ending to Richardson 
street it will be (50 feet in width, and 
thence, out to the sea, (i<i. 

The plans rejected by the meeting were 
returned to the surveyors, accompanied 
by the recommendations of the council. 
It is expected that they will be amended 
as suggested, and will then be accepted, 
and the much-vexed question of the sub- 
division settled once and for all.

Soil Is Fertile 
"The soil is extremely fertile. On the 
surface is a layer of black decomposed 
vegetable matter, from three lo six feet 
deep. Analysis have shown it to be of 
as great value as thai of Kensington 
prairie and Mud Ray, two of the most 
fertile districts of the Fraser valley. The 
subsoil is generally clay loam but some- 
times becomes sandy. 

"It is not, however, at present a 
country for poor farmers as, lo render 
the land suitable for cultivation, an ex- 
tensive system of drainage will have to 
he provided. Large canals, some "0 feet 
wide, and to 7 feet deep will have to 
he dug, draining into Masset inlet. It 
would be useless to take them to the 
wesl coast aH the sand near the sea 
would fill up any canal as fast as it 
could be excavated. There is an ample 
fall to Masset inlet and, once drained, 
the land could easily be made ready for 
cultivation. 

"When drained, of course, the surface 
soil will settle considerably and it will 
require two or three years to prepare 
it for cultivation. After the canals are 
dry, the surface will have to he burnt 
over and nest Season ploughed and 
seeded. 

"By the third year it will bo an ad- 
mirable country for dairying, stall feed- 
ing and mixed farming. It will grow 
first class vegetables and grass. Graiu 
also seems to do very well, where it has 
been tried, but generally speaking it is 
best suited for the purposes 1 have men- 
tioned. >C\ a rurally it is covered with very 
heavy coarse grass, with moss and a 
small growth of brush. Though' some- 
what damp, it is not miry, and could eas- 
ily be brought into cultivation once the 
main ditches are constructed. All that 
is required is drainage. 

"To tin? wesl of Masset inlet, north 
of a line drawn from tthip island past 
the north end of Intoosa hike, and al- 
most to the east banks of Virago sound,' 
the country is of exactly similar charac- 
ter to that east of the inlet 1 have just 
described. The only difference is that 
a drainage system could be arranged 
flowing both east into Massett inlet and 
west into Virago souud. 

Careful Estimate Made' 
"We have made a careful estimate of 
the extent of this agricultural land and 
it cannot be less than 400,000 acres. If 
a number of settlers would co-operate 
and procure ditching machines, or the 
government would arrange with some 
syndicate to drain it, or instill the sys- 
tem as n public work. I am sure that 
the part of Graham island I have de- 
scribed would become one of the most 
desirable sections of the forest. The 
climate is extremely mild. On the level, 
snow never stays very long and 1 have 
gone there in February and seen -low- 
ers in bloom although it: was quite cold 
when 1 left Vancouver a few days be- 
fore. 

•'I'nlil regular steamship service is 
provided the best way to reach Masset 
is via Ketchikan. This Alaskan port, 
on Prince of Wales Island, is only some 
42 miles away.

of the first two. Our stock is now less 
than we annually ship to England and is 
being held expressly for that market. 
As soon as the English market opens, 
which will be just as soon as the Alas- 
ka Packers' association and the Kelly- 
Clarke company get ready to name prices 
there, these two factors will not then 
have any more red salmon for the 
United States trade. 

In other grades of Alaska salmon me- 
dium reds and pinks are all sold. If 011 
will better realize what the statement 
means when we teil you our holdings of 
pinks anion 11 teil to 100,000 cases. We 
opened our market at 75c, and sold the 
last 30,000 cases at SOe. Medium red 
flats are held at $1. We have 2,000 
to 3,000 cases from one packer, who is 
anxious to clean up. The above is the 
entire story, prologue and all, of the sal- 
mon situation as it is today. There is 
nothing further to add, except the writ- 
er's prediction; Red Alaska salmon sea- 
son 1007, $1.05 to $1.15 tails basis." 

'Referring to the prediction of an open- 
ing price of $1.05 to $1.15 made by the 
writer above quoted, a representative of 
prominent salmon packing interests said 
yesterday that while it was too early to 
say anything positively ns to openiug 
prices on next year's pack of Alaska sal- 
mon, it is certain that they will be high- 
er than in 1000" because of the higher 
cost of boxes, tin and labor. Figuring 
on an increase in cost of about 15c a 
dozen, he said: "Von can readily see that 
the price must necessarily be much high- 
er than last year. I look for $1.10 as 
the minimum and SI. 15 as the maxi- 
mum price on Alaska red salmon at the 
opening of next season. 1 1 should he 
remembered that when the price 011 the 
1900 pack of Alaska salmon was made 
the packers had to take into considera- 
tion that them was a considerable carry 
over from 1005 in the hands of jobbers 
and speculators. The 11)07 pack will 
come 011 a practically bare market, and 
the demand at the opening of the sen- 
son will consequently be greater than it 
was last year. Then, too, it must be 
remembered that the output of the Alas- 
ka canneries is becoming more and more 
the mainstay of the market. The days 
of Columbia River and Paget Sound sal- 
mon are numbered, and like the pack of 
outside rivers and bays, will noon cease 
to be a factor in the market. Von and 1 
will live lo see the time when Alaska 
will furnish the only important supply of 
canned salmon. The Puget Sound and 
Columbia River fisheries will furnish no 
more than the fresh tish and pickling 
trades can handle." 



Ill JAPANESE WATERS 



Large Number of New Concerns 
Formed to Take Whales 
Near Coast 



Advices were received by steamer Tre- 
mont of a great increase in the number 
ol companies for coast whaling in Jap- 
anese and Korean waters similar to the 
Pacific Steam whaling company's work 
or. Vancouver Island. Twelve addition- 
al companies have been formed this win- 
ter with a total capitalization of 13 1-'.' 
millions of dollars (gold). A subsidy of 
$7.50 for each whale captured is given 
by the Japanese government. In Can- 
ada the government demands a license of 
$1,200 for each license issued for a 
whaling station". 

The Iloehi of Tokio says: "Many of 
those companies have not yet commenced 
operations, nevertheless the number of 
whales captured since the year before 
last has totalled from ISO to 190, and 
one company of Ki.shu took more than 
a hundred tit one time off Kinkwnznn. It 
is therefore apprehended that when all 
the above companies get to work the 
whales will soon he totally killed off, and 
the Japanese authorities are debating 
the expediency of enacting some conser- 
vation rules, l.'nfortunntely the breeding 
season of whales in these waters is not 
known and the difficulty of effectually 
protecting them is consequently en- 
hanced." 



ROOT RESERVES RIGHTS. 

Washington, Dec 121. — Secretary of 
State Root, in accepting the tentative 
programme for the approaching confer- 
ence at The Hague bus reserved the 
right on behalf of the United States gov- 
ernment to propose for discussion the 
subjects of disarmament and the Drago 
doctrine. The latter subject was inject- 
ed into the programme of the Rio Janei- 
ro conference by the I'nited States after 
the programme had been practically com- 
pleted at the meeting of an internation- 
al commission in Washington last night. 
Involving as it does, the question of the 
right of nations to use force in the col- 
lection from other nations of public debts, 
it gave rise to more controversy.

Nineteenth Century and After. 

The several corona 1 ions which have 
taken place within the lust few years 
have brought iuto mind not only the 
curoius customs with which tradition 
surrounds such ceremonies, hut lhe 
many superstitions and omens which 
attend lhe various functions.

THE LATE T. S. WILSON. 

Was Prominent in Musical Circles, in 
the Early Days. 

(Communicated.) > 
Thomas .Sidney Wilson, whoso death 
was announced some few days ago in 
the Colonist, was one of the curliest and 
most ardent workers in the cause of 
good music in the province. Bom in 
England, lie acquired, early in life, a 
love for music, and after much study 
and devotion to the scientific as well as 
the technical side of his art, he left the 
oid shores to seek his future in Brit- 
ish Columbia. For years ho had charge 
of the choir of St. John's, ami worked 
successfully for the benefit of that 
church until compelled by ill-heal th to 
relinquish his work. Mr, Wilson was u 
violinist of merit, and was for many 
years'leading violin in the lir.st orchestra 
ever organized in Victoria. This so- 
ciety, as all old-time musicians know, 
was the most successful combination of 
amateur musicians, with perhaps the 
exception of the present Arion club, 
that ever existed in Victoria. 

Mr. Wilson devoted himself to the 
society, and many an hour lie spent in 
the arrangement of' its music, with no 
desire but to satisfy his own enthusi- 
asm. In those days nearly nil orchestral 
parts had to be written and arranged, 
but in Mr. Wilson's case the work fell 
upon willing shoulders. lie preserved 
his fovo of music to the last, and quite 
recently the writer had the plea-sure of 
discussing with him the various excel- 
lencies of a celebrated siring quartette 
at the time performing in Victoria.

DEATH RECALLS EVENT. 

Harry M. Colcord's Thrilling Experi- 
ence o n Tight Rope Over Niagara. 

.-V few clays ago there died in a west 
side hospital in New York a man who 
had one of the most thrilling sensations 
ever given to mortal. 

Harry M. Colcord was the man who 
nearly halt a century back, the famous 
Uloudin carried on his back over a 
rope stretched across the river Ut the 
Falls ot Niagara. For several years 
past Harry Colcord has been well 
known on the west side in Hie neighbor- 
hood of Madison and Hulsted streets, 
lie was a skilful portrait artist and his 
memory remains in excellent oil paint- 
ings of several well known citizens. 
Chief among his patrons was Justice 
Jarvis illume, now of Boston, whoso 
otllce used to be the focus and rendez- 
vous for till kinds of genius and talent, 
especially of ih r eccentric order. An- 
other particular friend of his was Law- 
yer II. V. Sbepard. 

The sensational aerial trip across the 
Falls of Niagara occurred Aug. M, 
lR."iO. It wns repeated twice afterward, 
the last time in the presence of the 
Prince of Wales, now King Edward 
VII. of England. 

Even after the lapse of such a long 
siuice of lime the thrilling memory cu- 
ius experience ever remained vividly 
with Colcord. 

"The thought of it haunts me as 
closely as if it happened yesterday." lie 
used to say. "and often in my dreams 
it all comes back to me. Again I sway 
from side to side and lay myself like 
a dead weight as Blondin goes onward, 
step by slop, the rope swaying and bis 
balancing pole osoilating: again I see 
the shores black with people, and look 
down the swirling river, far below, un-

wonder." His people were poor and 
exacting, and they mndo him work 
hard. Ilis daredevil feats made him 
fascinating and renowned. He was. the 
first to throw a double somersault on 
the tight rope— the first and lust and 
only one. When he visited Niagara he 
promptly formed the ambition of cross- 
ing the' river on the light rope. 

The place chosen was opposite the 
Clifton House, where the rope, a three- 
inch manihi, was streacbed across to a 
place called "White's pleasure ground. 
The rope was in two pieces of 1,000 
feet each, united by a long splice. It 
I hung nt a distance of '-!T0 feet above 
the river, and sagged about oO feet in 
the centre by its own weight. 

The performance was well advertised 
and was a big money-maker. About 
1:100 000 persons were present, mainly 
attracted bv the prospect of seeing two 
human beings going to probable and 
sDcctncular death. Heavy bets were 
nlaced as lo whether the two perform- 
! er's would succeed ill their feat or perish, 
t Hurry Colcord, who agreed for a sub- 
stantial consideration to he the man 
carried, was a native of Attica, N, \.

A NEW WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 

\ large number of gentlemen met re- 
cently at Queen's hall, obndon, tor u 
demonstration! o£ a new method of wire- 
less telegraphy on a system discovered 
by Mr. Vlademar Poulsen, of Oopen- 
diageu. The discoverer Jiimsell gave the 
demonstration, with the help of numer- 
ous strange looking instruments, metal 
cylinders and a huge induction coil, 
while diagrams illustrating the new sys- 
tem were thrown on a sheet. Sir Wil- 
liam Preeee presided over the meeting, 
invitations for which were issued by 
Lord'' Armstrong. The new system is 
particularly interesting, because it is 
likely to enable wireless telegraphy to 
be carried on over much greater dis- 
tances than hits been possible up to the 
present. 

In order to explain the character of 
Hie discovery, it is necessary to point out 
that to 'enable messages to be transmit- 
ted etticicntly by wireless telegraphy 
without the risk of interference or con- 
fusion between different stations, there 
must be accurate "11111111?" of the instru- 
ments lo a common pitch. Up to the 
present many inventors have tried to 
obtain this, but have failed because they 
could not produce a continuous train of 
waves, uniform both in amplitude and 
frequency. This difficulty and many 
others that have arisen in the devel- 
opment of wireless telegraphy have been 
overcome by Mr. Poulsen in the produc- 
tion of what are called "undamped oscil- 
lations," o.r, in plainer terms, oscillations 
which are not intermittent. . , 

In 1000. the lecturer explained. Mr. 
W. Duddell. a member of the English 
Institution of Electrical Engineers, pro- 
duced the "singing arc." showing thill 
a continuous current will, under certain 
conditions, emit sounds in unison with 
aecoustically produced variations in !■'•» 
shunt circuit. Mr. Poulsen followed up 
Dnddell's work some three years ago 
by devising a means of converting the 
"musical an-" from a laboratory experi- 
ment into a practical system for gen- 
erating these continuous or "undamped" 
oscillations of hijjh power and fre- 
quency. It is claimed that under suit- 
able conditions a frequency of one mil- 
lion or more oscillations per second may 
be obtained, and that the waves are ab- 
solutely continuous and uniform in am- 
plitude throughout. 

It was stated that the stations oper- 
ating simultaneously within range of 
each other might number several hun- 
dreds without the possibility of mutual 
interference 

The llrst station on the Poulsen sys- 
!em was completed in June. 11)05, at 
I.vnghy, near Copenhagen. Quite re- 
cently perfect communication has been 
carried on both day and night between 
Copenhagen and .North Shields, a dis- 
tance of a.'IO miles, of which 130 are 
overland. This was done with a power 
of one kilowatt. The inventor estimates 
that lie could easily carry on Transat- 
lantic communication with a power of 
ten kilowatts. It is also believed thai 
those "undamped" eon I in nous ware- 
trains present great possibilities in re- 
la! inn to wireless telephony.

Now an Old Lady of Ninty-four — Used 
to Play With Dickens as a Child — | 
Some of tho Novelist's Pranks. 

New York, Dee. I!.- Tie- Herald In- | 
day has the following coble despatch 1 
from London: Lovers of Dickens all 
the world over will learn with delight 
that the original of "Lit I le I lorrll" Is 
still alive. She will next, week open ui 
Islington a sale of work., the object of j 
which- is/ to raise funds lo provide all 
Infirmary for industrial homes for |' 
boys. 

Mrs. Mary Ann Cooper, who has jusl | 
celebrated her D4th birthday, is the 
daughter of a farmer named Milton, j 
who farmed at Sunbury-on-Thames, | 
and she and Charles Dickens were boy 
and girl friends. Mrs. Cooper has been 
a widow for more than twenty years. 
Some of her most cherished possess- 
ions are mementos of Dickens, "My 
Charles." she calls him. 

When Mrs. Cooper was a illtle girl j 
her parents moved to Johnson street. 
Clarendon square, London, and oppo- 1 
site them lived the Dickens family, j 
Dickens was a. constant visitor to the I 
farm at Sunbury, and Mrs. Cooper still 
retains the bed 011 which he used to 
sleep there. 

She tells with glee how once, when 
Dickons was paying a visit to Sun- 
bury, he disguised himself In laborer's 
clothes and begged work from her 
father. The latter had no conception 
of the Identity of the applicant and 
said that, though ho could not give 
him work ho would allow the laborer 
to sleep on some, straw in tho barn. 

This was probably one of Dickens' 
earliest adventures in the histrionic 
art, of which he later became so fond. 
She remembers going with "My 
Charles" to tho new St. Pancras 
church, outside of which there was a 
very Inflated and pompous beadle, 
whom he used to Imitate. Here prob- 
ably, was the original of the Immortal 
Mr. Bumble. 

She remembers Dickens playing 
pranks with a girl's school out walk- 
ing, buying them apples in order to 
horrify the head mistress. Her. recol- 
lection of him is of a frolicsome youth, 
full of vitality and exuberance and al- 
ways playing tricks. He was always 
great at nicknames. 

"I was always 'Dorrlt' and 'Little 
Don-it' to him," she says. "We were 
very fond of each other and he often 
said: "I'll write a book about you, and 
I shall call it "Little Dorrlt. 

It need hardly be added, of course, 
that the adventures of "Little Dorrit," 
child of Marshalsea, had no founda- 
tion in facl as regards Mrs. Cooper. 

"What I like about you, 'Little Dor- 
rit.'" Dickens would say to her "is thai 
you are natural. .Modern girls are af- 
fected and modish. Always be natural."

Your fume 
has reached even lo Teheran." "Uood 
gracious!!' exclaimed the lady aside, to 
11 friend, "the man thinks I am West- 
minster Abbey." And so he did.

Up 11 little lane of Lerwick's one 
slnct there is a garden. At leusl if 
is an enclosed space. In the middle of 
this space is a. tree. It is not a very 
tall tree; you could, in fact, loss a bis- 
cuit over its branches, but slill it Is a 
tree — the only tree in Shetland. And 
Shetland Is proud of it. Children who 
are brought for tho llrst time to see 
the wonders of one strected Lerwick 
are shown this tree. This is not fiction. 
It Is the only tree in Shetland. 

As there are no trees In Shetland, 
there are no birds, er'-'-pt, of mui-se, 
the seagulls, which you can number by 
the thousand. The seagulls are tho 
sparrows of Lerwick, and as such they 
have a greater share in tho town's life 
than have the sparrow's of London. In 
the morning time you will note that a 
seagull sits on every chimney pot. Sea- 



gulls hover over every roof In" the 
town. 

The air Is full of their strange, high, 
plaintive, haunting cries. Their sad, 
shrill, long drawn cries are to Lerwick 
as tho chattering of sparrows or tho 
cawing of rooks are lo us in England. 
Every house tias Its own familiar sea- 
gulls and every street Its own band of 
seagulls. They never mix. The chil- 
dren In each bonso have pet names 
for their own particular seagulls, and, 
having called them by those names, 
they ' feed them every day. And each 
seagull knows what Is meant for him. 

No seagull attached to one house 
ever seeks to eat the food scattered 
from the house next door. Ho does 
not dare; the other gulls .would kill 
him. So all day long the seagulls 
hover and call over the roofs of Ler- 
wick. The people of the town, if they 
come across a litllo pile of rice laid 
upon tin; roadway, step over it with 
care. They know that it Is placed 
there for spnie seagull. And at night, 
the seagulls leave their own appointed 
chimney pots and fly gracefully away 
to their resting places on tho rocks of 
the Isle of Noss.

to the Solomon Islanders, just as their 
midnight culmination fixed the begin- 
ning of the feast of Isis at Buslris anil 
regululed Iho R2-year cycle of the] 
ancient Mexicans. It is now proved, 
from a loiiiparii live study of pre- 
historic monuments and ancient tem- 
ples all over the world, that one of the 
lirsl uses of these edifices was to 
enable the astronomer priests to fix 
such date with ease and certainty. 
Time of Sunrise Varies 
Kvcryone knows thai the sun rises 
at a different point on the horizon 
dally throughout the year, and that the 
time of star-rising varies night by 
night. These simple facts sufficed 
primitive man for the determination of 
his calendar. Some of the Egyptian 
temples wore carefully oriented so 
Uial i' bright star, like Sirlus or Cano- 
pus, was visible down the avenue 
which served as the lube of a tele- 
ii ope at a pari Icular hour on a given 
■ar. By far the greater 
lone circles, of which 
the lest known example, 
ted that the rising sun

Winnipeg Visitor Offers Some 
Advice to Mayor and Coun- 
cil of Victoria

Victoria, B. C. 
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T. Blackwood, of Winnipeg, who is 
in i he city for the purpose of making 
some real estnto iurestnient^, thinks 
ihc time has arrived when Victorians 
should give consideration to the ques- 
tion of improving their streets. In an 
interview yesterday he said that a won- 
derful improvement Lo Victoria could 
lie wrought by the widening of some of 
thein. He acknowledged that it per- 
haps would dc u dilrJcult undertaking, 
hut thoughi that il was a necessary 
work and thai die sooner started the 
hotter for the future of the city. Even 
if il were found impossible to make 
changes to the large number of narrow 
roads of the outskirts, he believed that 
it was imperative that something should 
he done to the principal business streets 
and those running from the commercial 
'centres to the residential sectious. lie 
claimed that with the expansion of the 
city, with the growth thai was hound 
to accrue from the promised increase in 
population and the development of 
trade, the necessity for wider streets 
would be severely felt. Now was the 
lime to do something in that direction, 
he argued. Later it. would he found 
even more difficult than at present. He 
had purchased some properly in Oak 
Bay upon a forty-foot street, and, in 
order to increase the value of the hold- 
ing and to improve the general appear- 
ance of Ihc district, he had given about 
six hundred dollars' worth of the land 
lo allow for the widening of the road. 
Tn his opinion, llic majority of the prop- 
erty holders, if Ihc seriousness of the 
situation were brought home lo them, 
would display a like spirit. Thus the 
difficulty would be overcome and the 
beauty of (he city increased immeasur- 
ably. 

F. M. Rattenbury's Views 

If. M. Kallenbury was approached 
yesterday and asked for an opinion re- 
garding Mr. Blackwood's suggestion. 
He said that there was considerable 
force in the remarks of the Winnipeg- 
ger. There was no doubt that many of 
the streets of Victoria were a disgrace, 
not only in respect to their limited 
width, hut in regard to the condition in 
which they were allowed to remain dur- 
ing the winter months, lie; was not 
disposed to endorse Mr. Blackwood's 
suggestion that a campaign should be 
inaugurated having for iis object the 
widening of all streets, where such a 
thing was possible, to the regulation 
sixty-six feet. Bui he did believe that 
many of the principal roads should be 
made broader nud attended to in other 
ways. 

Fori street, he said, was disgracefully 
narrow for a city the size of Victoria. 
The situation, he added, grew more 
serious when it was remembered that 
the city was likely to prow and the 
traffic along that llioroughfure to in- 
crease in the course of the next few 
years. Il was time, he believed, that 
some decisive step was taken towards | 
broadening Fori street. There were 
r/ther streets which would stand similar 
improvement. 

Another mutter upon which Mr. Rat- 
tenbury laid particular emphasis -was 
ihe advisability of curving the ends of 
cross streets. He thinks that Ihc cor- 
ners, instead of coming to a straight 
ingle, should he curved. This, he ex- 
plains, would give the car motorneers 
ititomobile chauffeurs, ami those 
driving -with horse and buggy on oppor- 
tunity of seeing whether there was 
any traffic approaching along diagonal 
slreets. Such an arrangement, be claim- 
ed, would minimize the possibility of 
accidents. 

On Ihe whole, Mr. Kattenbury Ihinks 
lhat the advic-e nlTcred by Mr. Black- 
wood is worthy of consideration, lie 
expressed the sincere hope thai his ro- 
woiihl be read and thoroughly 
digested by the solons presiding over 
the destinies of Victoria and the sur- 
rounding municipalities.

W, E. Cousins and R. G. Harton 
of Medicine Hat Explain 
the Situation 



\V. E. Cousins, mayor of Medicine 
Hat, and K. (.!. Harlow, a prominent 
real eslule dealer of that city, are 
guests at Llie Drhird. They came here 
for a holiday, liked the place, and, as 
.Mayor Cousins said, "We couldn't re- 
sist the temptation to invest. Things 
look so good here." 

Regarding the fuel famine in the 
Northwest, Mayor Cousins said: "With 
the supply of gas ill .Medicine Hat, it is 
not felt, but in Southern Saskatchewan, 
in Prince Albert district, the coal fam- 
ine is causing no end of suffering. How 
much privation is caused is little real- 
ized. 1 think the government is a great 
ileal to blame for the situation. The 
government should have taken action at 
an earlier stage. It must have been 
known by the government, if the govern- 
ment knew anything, that a serious 
shortage would * occur, and the govern- 
ment's action in the premises was very 
short-sighted. 

"There is much more suffering than 
one' would imagine, especially one situ- 
ated with such weather as you have 
here. There Ihe thermometer registers 
below zero, and the householders unable 
to get fuel are burning tongued and 
grooved flooring in some places, which 
has cost them :;';;ri per thousand; oth- 
ers are burning wheat; some are burn- 
ing bacon.

They have 
hawked 800,000 acres of rich coal lands 
in the Old Country, which -were prac- 
tically given nway to tbe government's 
friends." It is good to have capital 
brought in, of course,; but it seems to 
me much belter arrangements could 
have been made, 

"If the territory had been given con- 
trol of the land and mines, as should be, 
the local government would have been 
better able to deal with the situation. 
The conditions were known; but they 
were seemingly ignored by those in 
power at Ottawa. It is as it was at the 
time of the Kiel rebellion. The govern- 
ment was told of the situation, but, did 
not believe. Today there is more real 
hardship as a result of this situation 
than there was at the time of the re- 
bellion. 

Burning Wheat and Bacon 

"Farmers drive for distances of 
twenty-five miles or more to seek coal, 
and are obliged to return with empty 
sledges. 'The weather is such that they 
must have heat. 1 1 is as necessary to 
their lives as is their food, and the 
people are burning whatever they can 
get. They are like those on steamers 
whose bunkers have been emptied. Then 
the interior linings of the vessel must 
be burned to keep lire in ihe furnaces. 
So in Saskatchewan^ ' the people must 
keep l heir fires going, and- they are 
burning their bacon,'- their wheat and 
whatever they can get. 

"If the government bad stepped in 
I early at Lethbridgc and settled the 
strike the situation would have been nl- 
' leviated. But the government, blames 
I ihe railwnv companies, not taking the 
i blame on 'it-elf. Sir Wilfrid Lnurier 
' said the government could not interfere 
] wilh private rights. It seems to me 
public rights supercede private rights. 
I Mackenzie King was sent to Lelh- 
bridge; but what does he do? lie 
: chases President Mitchell about the 
] United Slates. Then Ihe governmenl 
' should have stepped in and said: 'Here! 
This coal has to he mined; the people 
■will need it.' 

Output at Tabor Mines 
"At Tabor, 35 miles from Lethbridgc, 
| an American company owns mines 
, which have been pulling out 100 tons 
n day. The mine owners — shrewd busi- 
I ness men, with lots of capital — foresaw 
the ilifflculties thai would arise, and 
when the miners asked for more wages 
Ihe company gave its men the advance 
sought, and kept them at work. The re- 
sult was that they put out the coal. 
They raised the price, and Ihe consumer 
was' called upon to pay; hut lie was 
jr] n d to ile so. The Tabor mines are 
superceding I ho Letlroridge mines as 
producers. The latter have been idle 
all summer, ami. to my mind. Hip gov- 
ernmetit is largely to blame. ll should 
have hud more foresight."
